The 
fanner hauls his wheat to the conn- I 
try elevators, tho original gatherer of 
tho crop. There arc about 2,500 
country elevators In the wheat pro¬ 
ducing area. The wheat is then* 
loaded into box-cars and is started 
eastward and westward, us the case 
may bo, to seaboard. If It U west¬ 
ward there is the long rail haul over 
the Rockies to Vancouver or Prince 
Rupert, whence It Is shipped to • 

Europe through the Panama canal, or 
to the Far East, lu 1924-25, tin* last 
crop year for which final figures are 
available. 23.900,000 bushels went 
through Pacific Porta. In subsequent 
years the movement has been great¬ 
er. 

The greater part of the crop conies 
eastward in box-cars to Fort William 
and Port Arthur, where large ter¬ 
minal giain elevators arc located. In 
1921-25, the figures are interesting 
because relatively they change very 
little from year to year, 159,000,000 
bushels came east. All this wheat, 
whether east bound or westbound. Is 
Inspected by Dominion »;o\ ernment 
Inspectors and Is graded according 
to quality. 

Tho grading of wheat In this quan¬ 
tity of Itself Is a monumental task, 
achieved first by this Dominion and 
followed by a few other wheat ex¬ 
porting countries. Without govern¬ 
ment grading the marketing of t an 
a da's export crop at a fair price 
would be Impossible. 

The world's market for wheat is 
Liverpool. England. Here come buy¬ 
ers and sellers and the custom, as In 
ancient times, Is for the seller to 
show a sample of Ills wheat s<> that 
the buyer may see what ho Is pur¬ 
chasing. Obviously, when production 
reaches Hitch proportions ns it bus in 
Canada this no longer can be done. 

The Canadian government solved the 
difficulty by establishing a grading 
system. Canadian wheat is graded 
uuder well-defined regulations and 
any buyer In the world may buy tho 
quality of wheat he desires by grade. 

The quality Is guaranteed and In 
many years of experience foreign 
buyers have not yet complained.

Explanations and Comments 

I. Peter Imprisoned, versos 1 I.— 
Peter, James and John were the three 
prominent men among the apostles, 
and Herod Agrippa I. began Ills perse¬ 
cution of the followers of Christ by 
having James beheaded. Finding that 
this act greatly pleased the Jews, he 
selected Peter as Ills next victim and 
hud him imprisoned to await ills 
execution after the close of the 
Past-over. Executions were not car¬ 
ried out during tho Passover, and 
Herod was nominally a Jew and most 
careful In all Jewish observances. 
Peter was gunided in prison by four 
quarteilons of soldiers, four nets of 
men, one set for each watch, two of 
whom were chained to Peter In Ids 
cell, and two were on guard outside, 
verse 6 .

Declaring the loaders of tho Soviet 
regime do not speak for the great 
inasa of Russian people, Mr. Herrick 
said the Bolshevist system thus far 
seems to the world ln general more 
tyrannical and oppressive than any 
preceding despotism. 

"\Vo have no thought of attacking 
tho Soviet regime In Russia. What 
ll does on Its own 'reservation* Is Its 
own affair. Rut wo do object with 
all tho earnestness of n self-respect¬ 
ing nation, and quite regardless of 
material considerations, to give to Its 
leaders tho means and opportunity of 
poisoning us. Wo imeud to protect 
our country rrom . Bolshevism and 
tho fact that a Government secretly 
sends against us the germs of a 
loathesomo malady Instead of openly 
dispatching armies does not make 
tho invasion less fclonous or alter 
our duty to repel It."

Suited to Timber Crop 

Only Economic Use for Three-Eighths 
of Canada’s Land Area 

It is estimated by the Forest Ser¬ 
vice of the Department of the In¬ 
terior that the only economic use for 
three-eighths of the land area of Can 
ada lies in growing of trees. This 
vast area of territory, while incapa¬ 
ble of successful agricultural produc¬ 
tion Is, If permanently dedicated, 
protected and managed, suited to tho 
production of a timber crop which 
would guarantee lor all time tho sup¬ 
ply of raw material for Canada’s 
wood using Industries.
